It has been dry for 
throughout this district 
faimers holding water-right agree- 
mente are taking a re interest in 
irrigation, and can appreciate the re- 
quirements necessary before good re- 
turns can be expected from the use of 
water, Some of the most important 
matters will be mentioned briefly, as 
follows: 

All our experience here goes to show 
the necessity of irrigating hay and 
Pweture land early in May and grain 
crops early in June, before the crops 
begin to suffer for moisture liven 
then it will be late before a large acre- 
age can be irrigated. If a rainy season 
comes on, irrigation on crops can be 
atopped, and the subsoil in most cases 
will take care of any excess moisture 
put on early. tt is demonstrated, how- 
ever, that local showers do not take 
the place of ‘irrigation, and irrigation 
atarted early should not be halted un- 
less heavy general rains have occurred 

Form of Crop Insurance 

Fall irrigation on summerfallow or 
after crops are removed is a form of 
crop insurance and well adapted to the 
requirements of the wheat er) Wich 
must be planted early and m: 
mally to avoid frost. Wall isigaiion 
leaves less land to be covered in a 
short time in the following season 
Occasionally fall irrigation would pro- 
duce no Nese in the crops, as, for 
inatance, fe «several thousand acres 
irrigated in the fall of 1314 showed 
Uttle or no increase of crops in 1915, 
but where properly carried out showed 
no bad effects. 

A very urgent warning is sounded to 
the many farmers who are hurriedly 
spreading water this year over rough 
and unprepared fielt’s” Great damage 
ean be done to some soils by too much 
water, and goo judgment and care is 
necespary. In no case should water be 
turned loose without adequate ditches 
@nd constant attention, 

Since none of the land has been 
graded or smoothed for irrigation, the 
field ditches should seldom be over 
100 feet apart, and should often be 
even closer for good work under such 
conditions. This varies with the slope 
soil, crop and smoothness of the land; 
but under conditions now existing there 
must be a ditch about every 100 feet 
down the siopes and along the ridges, 
fm order to irrigate with rapidity and 
without water-logging the soil, The 
ditches must be more than a plow 
furrow. Several furrows along the 
itch line and V’ed out with a 6x9 ft 
V ia the way to do it. The crop de- 
stroyed by these frequent ditches is 
too small to count when the returns 
ere in. The head ditch may have a 
grade of one inch per 100 ft., if 8 or 4 ft.

Large Heads of Water 

‘The operation staff for the western 
gection are delivering large heads of 
water wherever possible, in order to 
gave the crops and are making great 
efforts to stake ditches and help those 
who are trying to use water to ad- 
Vantage. Trrigation now is producing 
great results in the growth of grain, 
but can only be expected to make feed, 
where it would have a bumper 
crop if properly applicd early in June. 
Under existing conditions the produc- 
tion of feed will be quite profitable 

It is again insisted that each farmer 
holding irrigable land should gradu- 
ally, from year to year, grade, smooth 
and ditch his irrigable !and, preparing 
eay 5 or 10 acres per year in really 
first-class shape, preferably for border 
system of irrigation, seeding it down 
to Grimm alfalfa or mixed hay grasses 
which can, of course, later be plowed 
up and the land again seeded to grain. 
Im developing your land you may call 
on the operation staff for advice and 
engineering assistance to the extent 
of the time and ability of the staff, 
remembering that they have other 
duties that take precedence and that 
the engineering work at least costs 
us money and would cost you much 
more, if hired from an engineer in 
private practice. 

Proper Grading of Land 

With thie year’s experience in mind 
every tarmaéaoula resolve to run an 
18-foot leveler just before seeding over 
every foot of land that by any possi- 
bility will be irrigated in 1919 or in 
any future year, This operation does 
not cost much and leaves the land so 
4t is possible to do a good Job of flood 
irrigation in a reasonable length of 
time if enough ditches are plowed. 
Proper grading the land will eliminate 
the necessity for so many ditches,

Work down the lateral ditch and from 
one ditch to the next, saying waste 
water and holding «a long run to be set 
for the night with small turnouts, Each 
morning the whole head can be carried 
lown the night run and missed places 
covered, If all the ditches cannot be 
made beforehand, then it is better to 
siart with a field lateral at the lower 
end of the field and work up hill, so 
that additional ditches may be plowed 
as required in dry soil. At least some 
ditches should be ready when the 
water Is received, and always some 
ahead for the night run. 
Individual Co-operation 

The only chance of good service for 
all is individual co-operation with your 
neighbor and the operation staff. If 
one man steals water or turns it back 
into the ditch, some neighbor usually 
suffers or else ‘thinks he can do the 
same and soon it 18 a case of no water 
or too much for everybody. The regu- 
lation of the water must be left ab- 
solutely in the hands of the ditchrider. 
The operating staff certainly appre- 
ciates the efforts of those farmere who 
help keep the ditches and structures in 
repair and who notify os promptly of 
trouble. 

The last word is to irrigate early, 
using lots of ditches of good size and 
then take care of the water, so that 
waste does not occur or land become 
waterlogged. Prepare your land for 
irrigation and do the job right before 
expecting the best’results, Just before 
starting the bluders, plow in the field 
ditches, so they can be driven across, 
but enough ditch is left 60 that

The Government Helps 


Assisting Manitoba Farmers to Pur- 
chase Cattle 


Under a scheme of the Manitoba 
government, farmers in. that prov- 
ince with grazing and feeding facili- 
ties, but without the means with 
which to buy cattle, are enabled to 
stock their farms with high-class an- 
imals, feed them all summer, and sell 
them in the winter. This scheme, 
which is known as the “Stockers and 
Feeders Plan,” is very simple in its 
method of operation. . 

The farmers buy a number of cat- 
tle which have been approved by the 
agricultural representative of the de- 
partment of agriculture. The gov- 
ernment pays for the animal 35 and as 
a security, takes a lien note from the 
farmer. The note, which bears in- 
ferest at six per cent. does not ma- 
ture until the following October. 

By means of this plan, which was 
instituted last summer, nearly two 
thousand head of prime cattle were 
kept in the province last year until 
they were fit for food purpose, 
whereas had the plan not been in ex- 
istence, they would have been sold 
for slaughter in a light and unfatten- 
ed condition.

To Limit Profits 
Of Produce Dealers 


Food Board’s Order Aimed at Pre- 
venting of Speculation 


The Canada food board has passed 
an order which is expected deuanitely 
to prevent speculations in the pro- 
duce busines nd to limit profits to a 
reasonable margin over cost 


t. The 
order provides that on and after July 
1 no person dealing wholesale in 
meats, lard, cheese, butter, oleomar- 
garine or eggs, in selling to a retail 
dealers, or others not wholesale deal- 
ers, shall charge on each transaction 
more than 10 per centum over his 
cost price delivered to warehouse, 
When salaried men are employed in 
buying, or when commission is paid, 
the charge for such in ‘omputing 
shall not exceed the recognized 
charge for buying or the customary 
cominission paid, y 

In selling to anotligr wholesale 
dealer the charge on eieh transac- 
tion must not exceed the cost price 
y more than 4 per cestum, — 

When selling prints of butter 
which have been moulded or cut by 
himself, the wholesale dealer may be 
permitted to charge an additional 
price to cover the cost of such 
moulding or cutting, but this addi- 
tional price must not be more than 
3 percentum of cost. 

In selling or storing eggs that have 
been candled by himself, the whole- 
sale dealer may add up to three 
cents per dozen to cover cost of 
candling, cases, fillers, and loss from 
defective eggs. If he candles eggs 
for sale out of cold-storage he may 


add not more than 3 per centum, to 
cover cost of labor and loss from 
defective eggs. 

When the produce dealt in has 
been held for more than thirty days 
the cost of holding or carrying may 
be added to the cost price delivered 
to warchouse, and the cost of carry- 
ing may include storage at public 
tariff rates, insurance, interest at 7 
per centum and shrinkage.

Big Wheat Yield 
Average Yield of Crops of Western 
Canada Over Ten Years 


The census and statistics office of 
the Canadian governinent has just 
completed a statement of the annual 
average yields per acre of field crops 
for the ten years from 1908 to 1917. 
This statement shows that the aver- 
age yield per acre of fall wheat in 
Canada is 23 bushels, and of spring 
wheat, 19 bushels, as compared with 
the United States decennial average, 
1907 to 1916, of 15.6 bushels for 
winter, and 13,2 bushels for spring 
wheat. By far the larger Proportion 
of wheat grown in Canada if grown 
in the Prairie Provinces, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba,

Lignite Briquetting Plants 


Suggested They Be Financed and 
Operated by Dominion, Mani- 
toba and Sask. Govts. 


Establishment of a lignite briquet- 
ting plant to be financed and operat- 
ed by the Dominion, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan governments, is re- 
commended by the lignite committee 
of the advisory council for scientific 
and industriat research, The com- 
mittee’s report, which will be issued 


shortly, favors establishment of the 
plant in South S$ ewan “at a 
locality where the lignites are of 


poor grade, with the idea that if it 
were successiul at this point, it 
would undoubtedly be — successful 
elsewhere in Saskatchewan and Al- 
erta.” 

The report further states: 

“The art of producing carbonized 
briquettes has passed the laboratory 
stage and no further information can 
be got by laboratory methods. ‘The 
producer must face the difficulties 
inherent in commercial production, 
which are approximately of the same 
order as those met with in the 
smelting of certain ores, The road to 
success in the briquetting problem is 
strewn with the wrecks of amateur 
attempts to do this apparently sim- 
ple thing, which accounts for the 
fact that private capital is so charry 
of such enterprises. ‘The problem, 
therefore, in Saskatchewan, is one 
which should be undertaken by the 
government as a public“ utility, at 
least until such processes as may be 


adopted are demonstrated a cowp- 
mercial success.”

Wounded German Atrman 
Feared Raider’s Bombs 


Cowardly Exhibition by German Of- 
ficers Lying Wounded in Hos- 
pital Behind Allied Lines 

Babbling hysterically with terror, 
the cold sweat of cowardice dripping 
from his face and begging for mor- 
Phine to induce unconsciousness, a 


German aviator with his ankle 
sprained lay in one of the American 
field hospital tents west of Mont- 


didier, says a correspondent with the 
United States army in France, 

_It was one of the hospitals which 
German acroplanes have been bomb- 
ing in the hope of killing helpless 
wounded, The terror of the drug: 
addicted aviator was caused by the 
news that his comrades were re- 
turning and that possibly he woultl 
be the victim of the horrible death 
which he never hesitated when safe 
in the clouds to inflict on others, 

Secing this  panic-stricken speei- 
men of humanity removed all dotbts 
that German airmen possess any 
shreds of the so-called chivalry with 
which they are occasionally credited. 
While the German Ayer was given a 
drug to deaden his fears the Ameri- 
can wounded, awakened by the bar- 
rage fire of the air defense guns, lay 
on their cots silently and resignedly 
awaiting the death speeding through 
the skies. : 
“The German planes came over and 
dropped bombs tearing holes fifty 
fect in diameter in the surrounding 
ficlds, but the hospital was again 
spared. In the centre of the hospital 
quadrangle here is an immense Mal- 
tese cross made of black earth out- 
lined against a square of white chalk 
100 feet across, This is the sign 
used by civilized nations for the pro- 
tection of IroSpitals in time of war. 
German aviators take advantage of it 
to locate the victims of their fiend- 
ishness. ’ 

“We will move your cot outside 
and place it on the centre of the 
cross,” said the surgeon who was itmn- 
portuned for morphine. “There you 
will be safe.”

“The people of Germany do not 
know that our aviators bomb hospi- 
tals,” 

A three-sented German plane 
which had been on a bombing raid 
was damaged by the air defence 
guns and obliged to descend in an 
open field in the darkness, Leaving 
their leather coats and helmets, the 
aviators set fire to the machine and 
attempted to escape. Two of them, 
including the captain, were captured 
in attempting to cross the line. Five 
unexploded bombs were found in the 
charred ruins, 

More stories of German treachery 
after crying “Kamerad,” are told by 
our men in the hospitals, A German 
officer yelled “Kamerad!” and waited 
until an American officer advanced 
when he fired on and wounded him. 
In another instance a German ser- 
géant-major, after giving the samme 
sign of surrender, threw a_ grenade. 
Neither man will repeat the perform- 
ance,

Hood production is a necessity of the 
summer of 1918 and the saving of the harvest is the necessa- 
ity of the present moment. More than 65,000 able-bodied 
men, in addition to the men already employed on the land, 
such as the Soldiers of the Soil and the boys and women 
of other organizations, will be needed to save the crops 
this season.
